GERMAN SOLDIERS SURRENDERING 


TO THE ALLIES IN FLANDERS

Calais, France, Jan. 8.—Many famished, exhausted, and 


sick German soldiers who have sickened of life in the trenches, 
and the constant dangers to which they are exposed are giving 
themselves up voluntarily as prisoners to the French and 
British in Flanders. One batch of such prisoners arrived here 
today and one of them, who was .a barber in London before the. 
war began, said that many German soldiers had been shot by 
their officers for attempting to surrender to the Allies. The 
Germans are occupying much lower ground both in Flanders 
and Belgium than the Allies, consequently they have felt the 
effect of the heavy rains much more severely. -,. Most of the 
prisonrs who arrived here were so caked; with mud that the 
color of their uniforms cannot be, distinguished.

The tendency of ihe times-in democratic America as well-as 
in monarchistic Europe; is toward star chambers and censor- 
ships. There is an attempt on the part of those in authority to 
deny the right of criticism, to suppress the truth and to estab- 
lish deadly assizes in a cQnier far'from public view." 


Another newspaper criticises censorship by the government 


of ceitain news from Mexico'anrji ilie Philippines, and these 
things go to show that the Xmericari p'epple do not take kindly 
to any attempt to keep ;piibiic business in the dark. 


So far as the federal iirid state governments are concerned 


there is comparatively little to complain of in the way of sup- 
pressing facts to whkltv'|he public;-is entitled. The worst 
abuses in this directioii-'afe^foiindJn'municipalities, some of 
whose -officials consider; themselves so supreme as to be in a 
position to judge what shall be given to or withheld from the 
public. 
Every newspaperman knows that there are times 


when it is not easy to gather fronv-sucli officials details of pub- 
lic business when the information sought may be of a charac- 
ter not entirely agreeable to the officials/ but the withholding 
of 
5 any matter of public" concern is not in accordance with a 


democratic form of government or the public interest, and the 
people will do well to set the seal of their disapproval upon the' 
tendency spoken of before it-becomes any more pronounced. 
Public officials are public ser'yiji};s:ivptiblic affairs are the peo- 
ple's- business, and they have id'right to know how it is being 
done.

Mrs. Montgomery Emphasizes 


Need of County Social 


Worker. 


At u nit-cling- of- the Civic Awsocin-, 


lion, heid al tlie Rockingliam i>n Fri- 
day afternoon, Mrs. Alice Montgomery, 
ngfvnt'of the Now Hampshire Children's 
Aid and Protective Society, spuke of 
the work of that Society* 


After explaining 
New Hampshire's 


L-reat need of an organization of this 
kind, she took for her text a letter 
which hud recently been sent to her for 
attention. Tlit letter s'noke of a fam- 
ily of several children who luul been 
"moved on" hy the authorities from 
town to town, each town ami each of- 
Ik'inl finding no solution of tlie situa- 
tion beyond, their 
own 
town UuilUi. 


Mrs. Montgomery spoke of the utter 
failure of the "move on" plan, men- 
tioned tho lacU of provision made by 
the state for 
such 
cases, deprecated 


the county unit system, untl crlllcixed. 
the Institutional care of children which 
is the policy of'the 1 state. She cancel 
the attention of her audience to the 
fact that New Hampshire ranks second 
of all the states in tlie Union, New 
York .tfelnir first. In the number of il.s 
institutions. 


Mrs. Montgomery emphasized 
nlso 


the effort put forth on the part of the 
Society which she represented to pre- 
vent the separation of young- mothers 
from their illc^itimalo children, and 
of the willinynes .son the part of cer- 
tain miscrupulous physirians to recom- 
mend or otherwise assist, places whore 
abortions may bo performed. She also 
made i-ronie surprising information for 
1'ortsmouUi 
people 
concerning 
the 


Manchester house whose case, throu^'h 
the work of the Society, lias just boon 
brought to the grant! jury. 


Many questions were asked and wo- 


men were moved to offer money and 
services. Especial emphasis was laid, 
in tho discussion, upon the need of a 
county social worker.
